1. NOTE BY SANCTIONS COMMITTEE CHAIRMAN KIKHIA (SEE PARA 5 
BELOW) SETS NEXT MEETING OP COMMITTEE POR THURSDAY, OCTOBER 13. 
STATED PURPOSES OP THE MEETING ARE TO I) BEGIN WORK ON 
SPECIAL REPORT ON THE EXPANSION OF SANCTIONS (DUE NOVEMBER 1 1) 

AND ON TENTH ANNUAL REPORT AND 2) TO CONTINUE WORK ON CASES. 
CHAIRMAN NOETES THAT, WITH RESPECT TO THE SPECIAL REPORT, 

"A DEPINITE RECOMMENDATION" (I.E. THE INDIAN RESOLUTION) 

HAS ALREADY BEEN SUBMITTED POR CONSIDERATION. 

2. UKUN HAS REQUESTED PERMISSION FROM LONDON TO APPROACH 
INDIANS (JAIPAL) SEEKING DELAY IN CONSIDERATION OP THIER 
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RESOLUTION. IN CONVERSATION WITH MISSOFP, UKUN (RELLIE) 

REITERATED HMG OPPOSITION TO INDIAN RESOLUTION 
AS WORDED AND SAID PRANCE ALSO WOULD OPPOSE. ONE "THIN 
STRAW" RELLIE SAYS UK NOW CONSIDERING IN LIEU OF SUPPORT 
FOR INDIAN RESOLUTION IS DENIAL OP SAA LANDING RIGHTS IN 
LONDON. RELLIE RECOUNTED "ENORMOUS OBSTACLES" WITHIN HMG 
TO TAKING THIS OPTION, HOWEVER. 
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3. CONSIDERING MENU BEFORE IT, IT IS LIKELY THAT 
SANCTIONS COMMITTEE WILL FINISH ITS DISPOSITION OF 

INDIAN RESOLUTION ON OCTOBER 13, EVEN ASSUMING NO POSTPONEMENT 
OR DELAY. 

4. GUIDANCE REQUESTED BEFORE 5:00 PM, OCTOBER 13, WHEN 
WESTERN MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE WILL CAUCUS: 

1) IF UK DECIDES TO SEEK DELAY IN CONSIDERATION OF INDIANRESOLUTION, 
SHOULD US lOIN IN? 

2) US POSITION ON GENERAL SUBJECT OF EXTENTION OF 
SANCTIONS; 

3) US POSITION ON INDIAN RESOLUTION. 

5. TEXT OF CHAIRMAN KIKHIA'S NOTE FOLLOWS: 

PROGRAMME OF WORK IN THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE NOTE BY THE CHAIRMEN 

MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE WILL NOTE THAT, REGRETTABLY, THE COM- 
MITTEE HAS NOT BEEN ABLE TO MEET SINCE THE END OF ITS SUMMER RECESS. 

THIS SITUATION HAS BEEN CAUSED BY THE HEAVY PROGRAMME ATTENDING UPON 
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THE OPENING DAYS OF THE CURRENT SESSION OF THE GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY AND THE INTENSE ACTIVITY IN THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
OVER THE QUESTION OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA IN THE RECENT WEEKS. AT 
THE SAME TIME, MEMBERS OF THE COMMITTEE WILL RECALL THAT IN 
FULFILMENT OF SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTIONS 409 (1977) 

AND 41 1 (1977), AND IN CONFORMITY WITH TRADITIONAL PRACTICE, 

THE COMMITTEE IS REQUIRED TO SUBMIT A SPECIAL REPORT ON THE EXPANSION 
OF 

SANCTIONS IN TIME FOR THE COUNCIL TO MEET BEFORE 1 1 NOVEMBER 1977, 

AND MAY DECIDE TO ISSUE THE TENTH ANNUAL REPORT BEFORE 
THE END OF THE YEAR, RESPECTIVELY. IN ADDITION THERE ARE A NUMBER 
OF SPECIFIC CASES AWAITING THE COMMITTEE'S CONSIDERATION AND FURTHER 
INSTRUC- 
TIONS AS USUAL. THE COMMITTEE, THEREFORE, HAS A GREAT DEAL OF 
VERY IMPORTANT BUSINESS TO ACCOMPLISH 
IN A RELATIVELY SHORT PERIOD OF TIME. 

IN VIEW OF THE FOREGOING IT IS INCUMBENT UPON THE COMMITTEE 
TO RESUME ITS PROGRAMME IMMEDIATELY, ACCORDINGLY, I PROPOSE 
WITH THE CONSENT OF THE MEMBERS, TO INSTRUCT THE SECRETARIAT 
TO ARRANGE FOR THE NEXT MEETING TO BE HELD ON 

THURSDAY 13 OCTOBER 1977, SO THAT THE COMMITTEE CAN START ON THE UR- 
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GENT WORK OF THE TWO REPORTS MENTIONED ABOVE. MEANWHILE, THE 
COMMITTEE'S WORKING GROUP ON CASES MIGHT BE ASKED TO CONTINUE WITH 
THE SPECIFIC CASES MORE FREQUENTLY. WITH RESPECT TO THE SPECIAL 
REPORT, MEMBERS ARE AWARE THAT A NUMBER OF PROPOSAL AND 
A DEFINITE RECOMMENDATION HAVE ALREADY BEEN SUBMITTED FOR CONSIDERA- 
TION. 

IT WOULD BE GREATLY APPRECIATED IF ANY DELEGATION WITH ANY OTHER 
OR FURTHER PROPOSALS OR POSITIONS WERE TO SUBMIT THEM IN WRIGING, 

SO THAT THE SECRETARIAT CAN CIRCULATE THEM, IF POSSIBLE IN TIME FOR 

THE NEXT 

MEETING.

TO MY APPEAL AND ALL THE SUGGESTIONS ABOVE.
